In such environments, 
the typical candidate for a 
heart attack is being pro- 
duced, in ever increasing 
numbers. : 

Typicaily he is fat,

smokes too much and lives’ 
in a state of high tension. 

It is fortunate that these 
characteristics are to some 
extent, within the individ- 
ual’s control, 

So many things are out 
of our control today, but 
not our arteries. 

It is we who are largely 
responsible for their con- 
dition. 

We can aliow them to 
become clogged, soggy 
gutters or we can keep 
them elastic, clean and 
free running. 

Let’s look at a few ways 
in which one can-minimise 
the chances of suffering a 
heart attack. 


@ Exercise: Even walking 
constitutes a basic recrea- 
tional activity, Leave the 
car‘in the garage for that 
short trip to the corner 
shops, use your legs in- 
stead. Sport, however, is 
best. Remember that work 
is not exercise. Only a sen- 
sible co-ordinated sporting 
activity will force the 
heart and lungs to work at 
a rate that will benefit the

Bill Ross of “Natural Thing 
lists three ways in which to: 


@ Diet: A diet high in 
cholesterol should be 
avoided. Exclude excessive 
amounts of animal fats, 
butter and eggs from your 
diets. Eggs? A young doc- 
tor researching in this 
field, recently suggested 
that eggs, because of their 
high cholesterol content 
should be limited to three 
per week in the 30 plus 
age group. What should be 
inchaded in the diet is leci+ 
thin, a remarkable B vita- 
min that is able to prevent 
cholesterol accumulating 
in the arteries. Also con- 
sider using vitamin E. This 
versatile vitamin can be 
found in wheatgerm, soya 
beans and some green 
‘vegetables. The  impor- 
tance of vitamin E cannot 
be overstressed. Many re- 
searchers have pointed to 
the fact that it is only 
since E has -disappeared 
from the diet (by way of 
the flour milling process) 
that heart disease has be- 
come the number one kill- 
er. 

@ Stress: Of the three 
factors this is the most 
difficult to control. How- 
ever, you can help your- 
self and others in several 
ways. Avoid arguments 
and situations, in which 
you may lose self control. 
Slow up. If you are an 
habitual late starter who 
‘builds up tension during . 
the race to work, set off 
earlier. Never eat when 
you are emotionally upset. 
Most important is your 
home life. Make a positive 
attempt to develop a 
pleasant and relaxed way 
of living. Home and family 
life — these things should 
provide ‘refuge in today’s.
